THE  WALT  MASON  ENTHUSIASTIC  NUMISMATIST  AWARD 


Sponsors  of  the  Walt  Mason  Jr.  "Enthusiastic"  Numismatic  Award  recent- 
ly announced  the  criteria  for  the  annual  selection  and  requested  nom- 
inations for  the  first  presentation,  to  be  made  this  fall  at  the 
annual  convention  of  the  Virginia  Numismatic  Association. 

The  award  was  established  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  one  of  the  most 
respected  long-term  numismatists  and  dealers  in  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Region,  Walter  E.  Mason,  Jr.  (NI  #1283),  who  died  in  September,  1987, 
at  the  age  of  67. 

Walt  Mason  was  active  in  numismatic  activities  of  the  region  for  more 
than  30  years,  and  won  widespread  affection  and  regard  for  his  qual- 
ities as  a "collector's  collector." 

His  reputation  for  generosity,  integrity,  and  volunteer  contributions 
to  all  aspects  of  numismatics  - from  research  and  writing  to  running 
down  obscure  or  scarce  items  - was  unparalleled  in  the  area. 

The  criteria  for  the  annual  award,  to  be  based  on  the  contributions 
to  the  numismatic  hobby  over  a period  of  years,  reflect  the  qualities 
of  Mason  himself,  including  open-handed  help  to  collectors  of  all 
ages  and  the  sharing  of  information  and  the  pleasures  of  numismatics 
through  organizations  and  writing. 

Although  sufficient  funds  have  been  contributed  to  initiate  the 
award  program,  additional  contributions  to  the  Walt  Mason  Fund  are 
needed  to  establish  a continuing  annual  income  to  cover  expenses. 
Contributions  may  be  sent  to  the  address  below.  The  VNA  is  adminis- 
tering the  fund  without  cost. 

Nominations  for  this  year's  award,  which  may  be  made  by  individual 
collectors,  dealers  and  numismatic  organizations,  should  be  received 
by  May  1st,  1989  to  be  eligible.

BRAMSEN  350.  THE  HOLY  OIL  (40mm) 

Obverse:  PIUS  VII  PONTIFEX  MAXIMUS,  THE  GUEST  OF  THE  EMPEROR  NAPOLEON. 

Bust  right.  Signed  in  the  field  DROZ  F.  YEAR  XIII. 

Reverse:  THE  EMPEROR  ANOINTED.  The  Cathedral  of  Notre  Dame  in  Paris. 

In  the  left  upper  field,  the  monogram  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  Exergue: 

AT  PARIS,  2 DECEMBER  1804,  DENON  DIRECTED,  JALEY  MADE  IT. 


Of  two  varieties  of  this  medal,  Br.  351  differs  only  slightly,  probab- 
ly from  a replacement  die;  Br.  349  omits  the  year  from  the  obverse. 

The  Emperor  Charlemagne  went  to  Rome  to  be  invested  by  the  pope;  Napol- 
eon was  able  to  bring  Pope  Pius  VII  to  Paris,  the  inducement  being  the 
Concordat,  the  agreement  between  France  and  the  Catholic  Church  discus- 
sed earlier  in  this  series  of  articles.  Although  it  had  been  planned 
earlier  to  hold  the  anointing  a week  before  the  coronation,  the  delay 
in  the  Pope's  arrival  in  Paris  made  it  necessary  to  combine  the  two 
ceremonies. 

BRAMSEN  326.  THE  CORONATION  (40mm) 

Obverse:  NAPOLEON  EMPEROR.  The  standard  laureate  head  right,  signed 
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in  the  field,  DENON  DIRT/ANDRIEU  F. 


Reverse:  THE  SENATE  AND  THE  PEOPLE.  The  Emperor  raised  on  a shield 

by  two  men,  the  one  on  the  left  toga-clad  and  with  a book  inscribed 
LAWS  LAWS  behind  him,  the  one  on  the  right  uniformed  and  wearing  a 
sword,  in  the  field  behind  him  a plow.  Exergue:  YEAR  13,  DENON  DIR. 

JEUFFROY  F. 


The  reverse  design,  drawn  by  Chaudet,  illustrates  the  ancient  Frankish 
custom  of  acknowledging  a new  chief  by  raising  him  on  a shield.  It 
also  symbolizes  the  support  of  Napoleon  by  the  senate  and  people.  It 
was  in  March  of  1804  that  the  Senate  offered  First  Consul  Bonaparte 
the  title  of  emperor.  He  accepted  and  henceforth  was  denominated  Na- 
poleon, although  he  insisted  that  a plebiscite  be  held  to  determine 
whether  that  office  should  be  hereditary  in  his  family.  Thus  he  risk- 
ed little  in  the  plebiscite,  although  appearing  to  defer  to  the  elect- 
orate. Although  it  may  seem  strange  today  to  hear  of  an  emperor  rul- 
ing a republic,  it  is  in  accordance  with  classical  tradition;  in  de- 
sperate circumstances  the  original  Roman  Republic  chose  an  imperator 
to  save  the  republic,  although  when  the  emergency  passed  power  was 
restored  to  two  consuls.  Napoleon's  anointing  and  coronation  took 
place  on  2 December  1804. 


The  coronation  medal  was  struck  in  four  sizes.  Several  engravers  cut 
dies  for  these  medals.

In  addition,  Bramsen  lists  two  mules:  331  has  the  obverse  of  267  (see 
War  Again,  November,  1988)  and  reverse  of  329;  332  had  the  obverse  of 
329  and  the  reverse  of  267.  Napoleon's  personal  copies  in  gold  were 
the  first  four  listed.  Mint  records  cited  in  de  Fayolle,  Recherch.es 
sur  Bertrand  Andrieu,  show  the  following  initial  quantities:

The  number  of  gold  and  silver  medals  struck  for  the  coronation  was 
87,450  (6,000  of  the  14mm  gold  medals  were  struck  for  presentation 

to  the  Imperial  Guard).  The  mint  charge,  including  the  cost  of  the 
drawings  and  dies,  was  203,363  francs.  An  article  in  Le  Moniteur 
stated  that  it  was  Denon's  idea  to  issue  these  medals.  The  larger 
medals  were  given  to  participants  in  the  coronation,  gold  or  silver 
according  to  their  rank,  while  14mm  ones  were  thrown  to  crowds  by 
heralds-at-arms.  There  seems  to  be  no  record  of  how  many  bronze 
medals  were  produced,  although  there  is  a note  from  Napoleon  to  Denon 
asking  how  much  it  would  cost  to  make  400,000  bronze  coronation  medals 
in  the  40mm  size!  ( Correspndance  8257). 

Although  the  anointment  of  the  Emperor  had  originally  been  planned  for 
the  week  before  the  coronation,  delays  and  difficulties  in  getting  the 
Pope  to  Paris  made  it  necessary  to  combine  the  anointment  and  the  cor- 
onation. The  common,  malicious  story,  (broadcast  by  the  Duchess 
d'Abrantes  in  her  Memoirs)  that  Napoleon  grabbed  the  crown  from  the 
Pope  and  crowned  himself  does  not  agree  with  the  careful  plans  for  the 
ceremony.  According  to  the  proees  verbal  of  the  master  of  ceremonies, 
Segue,  the  ceremony  took  place  in  accordance  with  the  plans.  After 
taking  the  crowns  and  other  regalia  from  the  altar  and  blessing  them, 
the  Pope  returned  them  to  the  altar  and  then  took  his  seat.  Napoleon 
advanced  and  took  his  crown  (a  laurel  wreath  made  of  gold)  from  the 
altar  and  placed  it  on  his  own  head.  He  then  returned  to  the  altar 
and  took  up  the  crown  for  Josephine.  As  he  held  this  over  his  own 
head  he  stated  that  he  was  crowning  Josephine  as  his  wife,  not  by  her 
own  right.  This  is  the  moment  illustrated  in  David's  famous  painting 
of  the  coronation.  Napoleon  then  crowned  Josephine. 

BRAMSEN  358.  BANQUET  GIVEN  BY  THE  CITY  OF  PARIS  (68mm) 
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Obverse:  NAPOLEON  EMPEROR.  Laureate  bust  left,  signed  below  the  trun 

cation,  GALLE  MADE  IT. 

Reverse:  THE  PROTECTOR  IS  HERE.  The  Emperor  seated  right,  before  him 

a standing  woman  wearing  a civic  crown.  Behind  her  is  a putto  guiding 
a ship  (the  symbol  of  Paris)  while  watching  a star  above.  On  the 
exergual  bar,  PRUDHON  DREW  IT;  JEUFFROY  CUT  THE  DIE.  In  the  exergue: 
THE  SOLEMN  BANQUET  OF  THE  EMPEROR  IN  THE  CITY  COURT,  FRIMAIRE,  YEAR  13 

This  is  one  of  the  few  medals  from  Napoleon's  medal  mint  which  credit 
the  artist  who  drew  the  sketch  copied  by  the  engraver.  Presumably  in 
most  cases  Denon  told  the  artist  what  he  wanted  and  felt  that  an  art- 
ist following  his  instructions  didn't  deserve  any  credit.  In  addition 
to  the  banquet  celebrated  by  this  medal,  the  City  gave  the  newly- 
crowned  Emperor  an  imperial  silver  service,  gilt,  containing  over  500 
pieces,  weighing  two  hundred  twenty  five  pounds.  Made  by  the  gold- 
smith Henri  Auguste  and  others,  the  service  was  melted  down  by  Charles 
X except  for  twenty  two  pieces  which  may  be  seen  today  at  Malmaison, 
once  the  country  house  of  Josephine  and  Napoleon. 

BRAMSEN  359.  CORONATION  FESTIVITIES  (35mm) 

Obverse:  NAPOLEON  JOSEPHINE.  A pair  of  accolate  busts  right,  signed 

in  the  field  below,  BRENET. 

Reverse:  HIS  PLACE  IS  ESTABLISHED  FOREEVER  ON  HIGH.  A laureate  eagle 

head  right,  in  a nest  on  a rocky  peak,  signed  at  the  right  by  BRENET. 
Exergue:  FESTIVITIES  OF  THE  CORONATION,  GIVEN  AT  THE  MUNICIPAL  BUILD- 

ING, YEAR  13. 


This  is  the  only  medal  from  Napoleon's  medal  mint  which  bears  a por- 
trait of  Josephine.  It  does  not  convey  her  charm.  Already  disillus- 
ioned by  her  infidelities,  Napoleon  may  not  have  given  a second's 
thought  to  approving  the  medal's  unflattering  portrait  of  her.  This 
jetton-like  medal  may  have  served  as  a souvenir  for  the  guests  at  the 
city  banquet.  The  obverse  was  used  later  for  Bramsen  360,  the  reverse 
of  which  had  a plain  field  to  be  hand-engraved,  perhaps  for  use  as  a 
marriage  piece. 

BRAMSEN  674.  THE  IMPERIAL  SEAL  (40mm) 

Standard  obverse  by  Andrieu. 

Reverse:  An  eagle  perched  on  a thunderbolt,  being  crowned  by  a small 
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flying  victory.  Below  is  the  letter  N,  surrounded  by  glory.  Signed 
in  the  field,  DENON  DT  and  JALEY  FT,  1807. 


Most  of  the  catalogers  have  said  that  this  medal  was  produced  to  cele- 
brate the  victorites  of  1807,  apparently  unaware  that  this  is  the  re- 
verse of  the  great  seal  of  the  Napoleonic  empire.  The  medal,  then, 
was  issued  to  commemorate  the  adoption  of  that  seal,  which  can  be  found 
described  in  Le  Mercure  de  France . The  eagle  resembles  that  on  the 
reverse  of  several  coins  of  Ptolemaic  Egypt. 

BRAMSEN  357.  DISTRIBUTING  THE  EAGLES  (27mm) 


Obverse:  NAPOLEON  EMPEREUR.  Laureate  bust  riqht.  In  the  field  below, 

DENON  DIRECTED,  DROZ  CUT  THE  DIE. 


Reverse:  COLORS  GIVEN  TO  THE  ARMY  BY  NAPOLEON  I.  The  toga-clad  emper- 
or presents  new  colors  to  the  troops.  Exergue:  ON  THE  FIELD  OF  MARS, 

5 DECEMBER  1804.  DN.DIR.  JE.F. 


This  little  medal,  the  design  perhaps  inspired  by  a sestertius  of  Nero, 
commemorates  the  ceremony  in  which  Napoleon  gave  his  troops  the  new 
battle  flags,  surmounted  by  an  eagle  and  destined  to  lead  his  armies 
from  France  to  almost  every  corner  of  Europe  and  even  to  Moscow.

Standard  obverse  by  Andrieu. 

Reverse:  NAPOLEON  KING  OF  ITALY.  A crown,  labelled  AGILULFUS,  BY  THE 

GRACE  OF  GOD  A GLORIOUS  KING. 
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Exergue:  CROWNED  IN  MILAN  THE  TWENTY  THIRD  OF  MAY,  1805.  DENON  D. 

JALEY  F. 


Agilulfus  was  crowned  King  of  Lombardy  in  Milan,  561  A.D. 

BRAMSEN  420.  CORONATION  IN  MILAN  (42mm) 

Obverse:  NAPOLEON  EMPEROR  OF  THE  FRENCH,  KING  OF  ITALY.  Laureate  head 

left.  Signed  on  the  truncation,  L.M. 

Reverse:  ULTRO.  A draped  female  on  the  left  holds  a cornucopia  in  her 
right  and  extends  with  her  left  a crown  to  toga-clad  Napoleon,  on  the 
right  facing  her.  He  points  toward  a scroll  resting  on  a block  be- 
tween them.  In  the  field  behind  the  woman  is  an  Athenian  helmet;  be- 
hind Napoleon  is  a winged  caduceus.  Exergue:  TWENTY  THIRD  OF  MAY, 

1805.  (Milan  Mint.) 


It  was  only  natural  that  once  Bonaparte  had  become  Emperor  of  the  French 
Republic  his  puppet  Republic  of  Italy  should  beg  him  to  become  its  king. 
There  was  serious  political  danger  in  this;  none  of  the  other  European 
powers  wanted  to  see  France  and  Italy  united  under  one  crown.  In  fact 
France  had  agreed  with  Austria  in  the  Treaty  of  Luneville  that  this 
would  never  happen. 

BRAMSEN  421.  NEW  ALLIES  (42mm) 

Obverse:  NAPOLEON,  KING  OF  ITALY.  Crowned  bust  left,  signed  on  the 

truncation,  L.M.  In  the  field  below,  THE  MINT  OF  MILAN,  MAY  1805. 

Reverse:  COMPANIONS  IN  ORDER,  IN  FAITH,  IN  PROSPERITY.  A quincunx  of 
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emblazoned  shields.  (Milan  Mint.) 


On  this  medal  Manfredini  shows  Napoleon  wearing  the  Iron  Crown,  a 
ninth  century  crown  of  the  Lombard  kings.  This  is  the  crown  which 
was  actually  used  in  the  ceremony.  Made  of  six  gold  plaques  enamelled 
and  set  with  jewels,  it  is  mounted  on  a iron  ring  said  to  have  been 
made  from  one  of  the  nails  used  in  Jesus'  crucifixion.  (On  7 April 
1815  Francis,  Emperor  of  Austria,  decreed  that  henceforth  this  crown 
would  be  used  in  the  coronations  of  Austrian  emperors  to  represent 
their  kingdom  of  Lombard-Venetia , composed  of  their  recovered  pos- 
sessions in  Italy.)  The  five  shields  on  the  reverse  of  the  present 
medal  represent  Napoleon's  Kingdom  of  Italy,  made  up  of  the  States 
of  Lombardy,  Venice,  the  Papal  Legations,  Modena,  and  Novarra.

NUMISMATIC  GLEANINGS 


"And  yet,  surprisingly,  it  was  just  at  this  gloomy  moment  in  her  his- 
tory, while  the  papal  interdict  was  still  in  force,  that  there  first 
appeared,  in  1284,  one  of  the  most  lasting  and  internationally  signifi- 
cant of  all  Venetian  institutions  --  the  golden  ducat.  The  word  itself 
was  not  new;  it  had  been  first  given  to  a silver  coin  minted  by  Roger 
II  of  Sicily  in  1140,  and  other  silver  ducats  had  appeared  in  Venice 
in  1202,  for  the  payment  of  workmen  building  the  fleet  for  the  Fourth 
Crusade.  But  Giovanni  Dandolo's  golden  ducat  was  conceived  on  quite  a 
different  scale  from  these.  His  decree  stipulated  that  'it  must  be 
made  to  the  greatest  possible  fineness,  like  to  the  florin  (of  Flor- 
ence) only  better and  so  indeed  it  must  have  been,  for  in  no  other 
way  could  it  have  maintained,  for  513  years  until  the  fall  of  the  Re- 
public, its  quality,  reputation  and  value  in  the  market-places  of  the 
world. 

"It  later  came  to  be  known  as  a zecchino  or  sequin,  a word  which  orig- 
inally simply  meant  that  it  was  fresh  from  the  zecca , or  mint.  The 
coin  has  another,  documentary,  interest:  the  portraits  of  successive 

Doges  kneeling  before  St.  Mark  enable  us  to  trace  the  changes  in  their 
vestments  over  the  centuries,  and  particularly  the  evolution  of  the 
ducal  hat,  or  eomo. "

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COINAGE  PORTRAYING  JANUS 


By  R.R.  Kutcher  Lincoln , Hehraska , H1M1289 

The  Roman  God  Janus  was  the  -fabled  offspring  of  Coelus  and 
Hecate,  or  as  some  say,  of  Apollo  and  Creusa.  He  reigned  over 
Italy  in  early  times  and  was  the  founder  of  the  town  of 
Janiculum.  Others  say  that  Janus  was  the  son  of  Uranus  and  was 
the  most  ancient  king  of  Italy.  It  was  he,  it  was  said,  who 
received  Saturn,  when  that  god  was  a fugitive  from  Crete,  where 
the  father  of  Jupiter  banished  by  his  own  son.  Saturn  arrived  on 
the  shores  of  Latium  by  ship,  thus  say  some,  the  real  reason  for 


the  joined  heads  of  Janus  and  Saturn  on  the  obverse  of  one  of  the 
most  ancient  coins  of  Central  Italy.  These  coins  called  Aces 
Grave  (269-205  B.C.),  were  cast  in  bronze  and  carry  on  their 
reverse  the  prow  of  the  ship  that  carried  Saturn  to  Italy.  These 
heavy  coins  were  replaced  with  lighter  struck  As  coins  in  167 
B.C.  which  also  carried  the  joined  heads  and  ships  prow. 

The  Janiform  head  ordinarily  has  both  faces  bearded,  but 
from  222  to  205  B.C.  silver  drachmas  were  struck  for  Rome  with 
clean  shaven  faces.  Later,  around  109  B.C.,  C.  Fonteius  issued 
silver  denarii  also  with  a clean  shaven  Janiform  head  on  it's 
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obverse  and  a galley  on  the  reverse.  About  this  same  time,  M. 
Fourius  Philus  issued  denarii  with  the  bearded  Janus  Biforms  on 
the  obverse  and  Roma  erecting  a trophy  on  the  reverse.  Janus  is 
seldom  seen  on  the  coins  of  the  Roman  Empire,  although  the  halt 
naked  -figure  o-f  Janus  Bi-forms  stands  on  the  reverse  o-f  an  As  of 
Hadrian . 

According  to  Aurelius  Victor,  Janus  was  the  master  mind  of 
his  age.  He  taught  his  people  the  divisions  of  the  year,  the  use 
of  shipping  and  of  money.  He  created  the  rules  of  justice  and  the 
mode  of  living  happily  under  the  authority  of  the  law.  He 
instructed  Latins  in  building  and  how  to  honor  the  gods  with 
sacrifice  and  worship.  It  was  he  who  taught  them  to  surround  the 
cities  with  walls  and  to  grow  grain  and  the  vine.  It  was  for 
these  benefits  that  the  early  Romans  placed  Janus  on  the  rank  of 
the  gods  and  had  him  preside  over  treaties.  On  the  first  of 
January,  the  first  month  which  was  named  for  him,  they  celebrated 
the  Janualia  Feast.  At  this  festival  he  was  offered  a mixture  of 
flour  and  salt,  with  incense  and  with  wine.  The  temple  of  Janus 
was  said  to  have  been  built  by  Romulus,  after  he  made  peace  with 
the  Sabines.  King  Numa  ordained  that  this  temple  should  be  opened 
during  time  of  war  and  closed  during  peace.  In  the  seventh  book 
of  the  Aeneid,  Virgil  has  described  in  fine  verse  this  imposing 
ceremony.  The  temple  was  shut  only  twice  from  the  founding  of 
Rome  until  the  time  of  the  empire.  Under  the  first  Emperor, 
Augustus,  it  was  shut  three  times  and  therefore  it  became  a 


important  event  to  "Shut  the  Janus".  Nero  even  issued  a 
sestertius  showing  the  temple  with  it’s  doors  closed  and  thus 
proclaiming  peace  in  the  world. 

Much  speculation  has  been  made  on  the  reason  behind  Janus 
being  represented  with  two  faces.  Some  consider  that  it  was  to 
represent  the  alliance  between  the  Romans  and  the  Sabines.  Other 
writers  suggest  that  it  is  to  signify  that  he  could  see  into  the 
past  as  well  as  into  the  future.  It  is  more  likely  however,  that 
it  is  the  joined  heads  of  Janus,  the  first  king  and  of  Saturn  the 
first;  god  of  the  Romans,  to  show  the  union  of  god  and  man.  This 
first  king  and  first  god  would  naturally  become  the  first  month 
of  the  year  and  the  god  of  all  beginnings  and  seeing  both  sides 
of  things.  He  would  preside  over  all  treaties  and  peace  and  war. 
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Janus  also  would  naturally  preside  over  all  door  ways,  seeing 
both  inside  anil  outside.  Another  belief  the  early  Romans  had  -for 
the  two  faces  of  god  and  mcn,  was  tnat  one  could  relate  to  a man 
while  the  other,  could  relate  to  the  gods  and  thus  understand 
both .

The  Parsi s formed  only  six  percent  of  the  population  of  Bombay  but 
exercised  an  influence  much  greater  than  implied  by  their  numbers. 

They  began  to  settle  in  Bombay  soon  after  the  cession  of  the  island 
to  the  English.  By  the  force  of  their  wealth,  their  natural  genius 
for  trade,  their  intelligence  and  their  large  charitable  works,  they 
held  and  still  hold  a high  position  in  society.  The  recognition  of 
their  position  was  made  explicity  when  Jamsetjee  Jejeebhoy  was 
knighted  in  1842,  and  given  a Baronetcy  in  1857,  the  first  Indian  to 
receive  this  honour.  He  was  involved  in  many  public  and  charitable 
works,  among  which  were  the  Jamsetjee  Jejeebhoy  School  of  Art,  the 
Sir  J.  J.  Hospital,  the  Lady  Jamsetjee  Causeway,  and  he  was  associated 
with  the  Grant  Medical  College  in  Bombay.  Sir  Jejeebhoy  wears  the 
traditional  Parsi  hat,  an  intricate  turban-like  affair,  not  much  worn 
today.  (The  last  Parsi  hat  maker  died  in  1981.)

During  the  final  weeks  of  life  of  Constantine  IX,  the  aged  co-empress 
Theodora,  now  70,  and  the  last  member  of  the  Macedonian  Dynasty,  came 
out  of  retirement.  Before  dying  eighteen  months  later  she  nominated 
an  elderly  civil  servant,  Michael  Statioticus,  as  her  successor.

This  short  reign  produced  two  gold  coins,  not  too  rare,  and  a strange 
2/ 3 ( ? ) miliaresion  silver  piece  which  is  very  rare  indeed.

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AN  UNPUBLISHED  COIN  OF  A COLONY  OF  ANCIENT  CORINTH 


0.  Beeve 

In  April,  1988  I had  an  unscheduled  stopover  in  Northern  Greece  and 
took  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  city  of  Corinth.  In  my  opinion  the 
best  companion  on  a visit  to  Greece  is  not  a modern  guide  but  rather 
the  book  by  Pausanias  written  some  eighteen  hundred  years  ago.  A 
splendid  translation  by  Peter  Levi  can  be  found  in  the  Penquin  Classics 
and  as  I have  said  above  is  really  indi spensible  for  a traveller  int- 
erested in  the  Greece  of  two  thousand  years  ago.  Corinth  takes  its 
name  from  Korinthos  said  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  ancient  city  to 
have  been  the  son  of  Zeus,  King  of  the  Gods.  Destroyed  by  the  Romans 
after  their  victory  in  the  war  against  the  Achaian  League  and  colon- 
ised by  Roman  settlers  little  now  remains  of  the  ancient  city,  though 
its  position  does  indeed  still  emphasise  to  a visitor  its  dependence 
on  the  sea  and  its  one  time  dominance  over  the  surrounding  areas  of 
Greece. 

Despite  all  the  warnings  about  the  number  of  reproductions  of  ancient 
coins  which  await  the  unwary  visitor  I did  purchase  a rather  battered 
and  well  worn  bronze  coin,  the  subject  of  the  present  paper.  On  one 
side  appears  the  representation  of  a youth  riding  upon  a dolphin. 


usually  associated  with  the  coins  of  the  Italian  city  of  Tarentum, 
though  the  dolphin  does  to  my  eyes  seem  to  be  a definite  fish,  or  at 
least  the  dorsal  fin,  if  indeed  that  is  what  is  represented,  would 
suggest  a fish  instead  of  a dolphin.  The  inscription  to  the  right  of 
the  rider  reads  APR  followed  by  two  dots.  The  reverse  shows  a male 
head  and  the  legend,  again  to  the  right,  reads  PHOL,  though  the  0 is 
the  longer  Omega  and  not  the  shorter  0 letter,  Omicron. 

When  I returned  home  I spent  many  an  evening  going  through  my  Greek 
coin  catalogues  endeavouring  to  discover  the  origin  of  the  coin.  The 
legend  of  Aphrodite,  daughter  of  Poseidon,  was  indicated  by  the  ob- 
verse legend,  though  the  PH  has  been  replaced  by  the  letter  P.  Follow- 
ing up  this  lead  I concentrated  on  the  coins  of  Astakos,  one  of  the 
colonies  of  Corinth  and  while  the  B.M.C.  did  not  contain  any  similar 
coin  there  was  an  almost  identical  coin,  except  for  the  two  dots 
following  the  obverse  legend,  in  a catalogue  of  the  Buhmer  collection 
of  Greek  coins  sold  in  Munich  in  1957. 

Pausania  describes  the  Astakos  of  his  day  as  much  decayed  though  a 
temple  to  Aphrodite  still  stood  near  the  harbour.  There  was  even 
then  no  trace  of  the  gold  statue  of  the  goddess  mentioned  by  Phi  1 o - 
choror  in  the  third  century  B.C.  and  it  must  be  assumed  that  it  dis- 
appeared into  the  melting  pot  with  many  another  piece  of  loot  after 
the  Roman  army  devastated  Corinth  and  its  satellite  cities.  Pausanias 
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also  describes  a statue  of  a dolphin  on  the  steps  leading  down  to  the 
harbour. 

The  reading  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  legends  does  provide  certain 
difficulties  and  I would  be  interested  to  hear  any  other  interpreta- 
tions of  the  legends.  The  use  of  the  capital  P instead  of  the  normal 
PH  does  have  other  examples  on  ancient  Greek  coins  to  justify  its 
reading  but  there  is  greater  difficulty  in  reading  the  reverse  legend 
as  PHAL  for  the  legendary  leader  Phalanthos  who  led  the  Spartans  on 
their  march  into  Greece.  The  use  of  the  long  0 for  a short  0 has 
many  examples  but  I cannot  find  another  instance  of  the  use  of  a long 
0 for  an  A.  This  is  one  of  those  puzzles  which  make  coin  collecting 
such  an  enthralling  occupation.  If  any  other  collectors  have  met 
with  similar  coins  or,  indeed,  can  suggest  alternative  readings  of 
the  legends  on  this  coin  I hope  they  will  correspond  with  me.

Standard  Catalog  "Best  Edition"  again  available 

The  most  comprehensive  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins 
by  Chester  Krause  and  Clifford  Misher  (Colin  Bruce,  editor)  was  the 
2494-page  Deluxe  Library  (12th)  Edition  in  1986.  Even  though  this  now- 
standard  reference  work  on  world  coins  is  in  its  15th  (1989)  edition, 
the  earlier  two-volume  hardcover  set  is  still  widely  used.  It  includes 
listings  from  ca.  1700  to  1986  while  later  editions  begin  at  about  1800 
Patterns,  tokens,  fantasy  issues,  and  Yeoman/Craig  reference  numbers 
are  additional  features  which  have  been  eliminated  from  subsequent 
less  expensive  softcover  editions. 

Collectors  of  early  modern  coins  prefer  this  edition  for  its  coverage 
of  the  1700-1800  period.  The  elimination  of  the  Yeoman  and  Craig 
numbers  from  later  editions  has  been  a particular  sore  point  among 
researchers  and  dealers,  who  find  difficulty  in  reconciling  price 
lists  and  auction  catalogs  using  the  "KM"  numbers  found  in  recent 
editions.  The  Deluxe  Edition  contains  both  numbering  series  for  all 
countries  where  they  exist.  Certain  specialized  series  such  as  Mughal 
India  and  Vietnamese  silver  coins  have  also  been  dropped  from  more 
current  editions.  Compared  to  all  other  editions,  the  Deluxe  version, 
with  its  thicker,  whiter  paper  and  stitched  binding  offers  clearer, 
sharper  coin  photos  throughout,  and  far  greater  durability. 

The  Deluxe  Edition  has  been  out  of  print  and  virtually  impossible  to 
find  for  the  past  two  years.  Colin  Bruce,  editor  of  the  series,  notes 
that  Krause  Publications  regularly  receives  inquiries  about  this 
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edition,  but  is  unable  to  be  of  help.  Another  full  coverage  edition 
of  this  sort  is  not  planned  for  the  near  future,  notes  Bruce. 

After  receiving  several  requests,  coin  dealer  Scott  Semans  was  able 
to  locate  32  sets  of  the  Deluxe  Edition  which  had  remained  on  the 
shelves  of  a coin  accessories  dealer  since  1986.  They  are  available 
from  Semans,  P.  0.  Box  22849,  Seattle,  WA  98122,  at  $95  postpaid  in 
the  original  protective  si i pease.  The  list  price  of  the  set  on 
release  in  1986  was  $100.
